The popular belief that running wa- 
ter in the mountains purifies itself 
every few hundred feet and is always 
safe is not accepte d by the sanita- 
tion authorities, says the Forest Ser- 
vice, United States Department of 
Agriculture. In. streams used .as_a 
camp water supply, bathing or wading 
is a dangeroqus source of: contamina- 
tion. The throwing or dumping of 
refuse into the’ streams is frowned 
upon by ‘the Forest. Service, which 
asks the cooperation of its visitors 
in. the. National Forests during the 
vacation seuson in, keeping camp 
grounds. clean and preventing stream 
pollution. 


A hog will find shade in hot weather 
if he cain. However. he does not 
realize that u shady place often may 
he too hot: und he is likely to stay 
there and die from overheating. Un- 
less hoy houses are high and have 
nienty of ventilation and air space, 
it is better to keep them closed in 
hot weather and forces the hogs to 
seek shade elsewhere. If shade from 
trees is not available, a good artificial 
shade muy be made by setting. posts 
in the ground and building a cheap 
framework about four . feet high, 
covering it.with brush, hay, or straw. 
This. shade is better than one made 
of boards or sheet iron. Dust ac- 
cumulating under it can be settled 
by: watering the covering; this will 
at the same time cool the air. under- 
neath. : 


Toads often ‘begin their . mealtime 
before sunset and -continue through 
the greater part of the night, thus 
taking ‘the place in the warfare 
against insects, of the groundfeeding 
insectivorous- hirds that stop eating 
after daytime is over. . Since toads 
eat lave numbers of insects that 
are iniurious to. crops, it can be said 
that they are of some economic value, 
paricularly in destroying mille-peds, 
sowbugs. weevils, caterpillars, crick- 
ets. and leaf chafers. Toads also 
render useful service on the farm 
by reducing the number of adult 
click. Feetles.. as there is hardly a 
cultivated plant that is not attacked 
by these insect pests. Toads are not 
freeyv ghout their menu and will eat 
indiscriminately any grounr-frequent- 
ing: insect. 


A baited trap often may be used 
jn summer to reduce the annual crov 
of newly fledged English sparrows. 
Theea vaune birds in their search 
for. food will enter trans that usually 
are avoided by the adult birds during 


' periods: of food abundance. Trapping 
jis safer than shooting or poisoning 
‘and has the ‘added advantage that 
harmless. or beneficial native. birds, if 
caught in: the: trap, can “be freed. 
Canary seed, hemp seed, wheat, oats, 
Jand bread crumbs make. excellent 
baits; or a live sparrow may be kept 
in the trap as a decoy. Trapping 
may begin at any time after the 
‘young sparrows are able to take care 
of themselves, which is usually by 
July 1,. Although English sparrows 
are widely distrubuted as.a species, 
one flock generally is attached to a 
single locality, a fact that makes 
their control easier. 


Geese.for Profit 

Opportunities for goose raising at 
a profit are best in’ sections where 
there is a demand. for geese for fat- 
tening for use in large cities. Where 
there..is good green. pasture, most 
goslings can be raised from the time 
they are 2 or 3 weeks «ld to fatten- 
ing time. without any additional feed. 
Some farmers who fatten their own 
geese feed them three times daily; 
on feed of a moist but not sleppy 
niash made of. one-third shorts. and 
two-thirds corn meal, and two feeds 
of corn with some oats. or - barley. 
Some roughage or vegetables should 
be given. Ten-weeks-old goslings of 
the largest breeds of purebred geese 
weight as much as 10 or 12 pounds 
when forced for rapid growth and 
are sometimes marketed at. that 
age as. green geese. Higher prices 
for such geese are usually obtained 
in summer. The demand far goose 
feathers and the practice of plucking 
geese seem to be decreasing and more 
attention is being paid to their pro- 
duction for market.
